Dixon had stirong indications that some 
soloier named Westmoreland would erther be killed by someone ha trusts, 
or he would malce some correct major decision ^/ithout clearing it with his 
superiors and his career would be "killed" here in Washington. His actual 
death seems to be the stronger of her ircioressions . 
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1 Mrs. Dixon telephoned the Pentagon 
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that he was the Army commander in Vietnam. Since that time she has been 
trying to lind a channel by which to aleit him to his danger. She recognizes 
ohat in nis position he would be wexl guarded, but is concerned over the 
indication tnat his assassin will be someone he alrea,dy trusts . 
that this is the strongest indication since the Kennedy incident .
